This application has been examined. Claims 24-41 are pending. 



Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The references listed in the Information Disclosure Statement dated 12/23/2003 
have been considered by the Examiner and is attached to this OfiGce Action. 



3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 24, 25, 26, 27, 28, 29, 30, 31, 32, 33, 34, 35, 36, 37, 38, 39, 40, and 41 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Suzuki et al (Suzuki) (U.S. 5,140,435). 

With respect to claims 24, 27, 30, 3 1, 32, 36, 40, and 41, Suzuki discloses A video print 
system (figure 1) comprising: a storage medium for storing plural image information (the 
abstract, hues 1-2 or column 9, lines 44-64) and plural time information respectively conceming 
the plural image information (figure 37 and column 10, lines 37-67); setting means for setting a 
predetermined period (between frames 1-9) (column 7, line 57 to column 8, line 5); reading 
means for reading from said storage medium the image information including a time indicated by 
the time information, during the predetermined period set by said setting means (column 10^

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lines 37-68); and print means for printing an image based on the image information read by said 
reading means (column 12, lines 28-36). 

With respect to claims 25, 28, 34, and 38, Suzuki discloses specifying print size 
information (column 11, lines 20-28). 

With regard to claims 26, 29, 35, and 39, Suzuki discloses the storage medium is a tape- 
shaped storage medium (the abstract, lines 1-2). 

With respect to claims 33 and 37, Suzuki discloses connecting the apparatus to a printer 
(21) via a bus (figure 1); reading the print information from the storage medium (column 10, 
lines 37-68), and sending the read information to the data bus (column 12, lines 28-36).
